if some of the critics of Japan 
could obtain an insight into 
the problem of Manchuria as 
it stands to-day viewed, not 
from Nanking but from Tokyo.

There are the 
admitted vehemence and intoler- 
ance of the: militarist element, 
in Japan and Manchuria, It 
can be urged that Japanese 
interpretation of the ‘right to 
provide certain officials in Man- 
churia has been at times, un- 
wisely provocative. Yet, on the 
balance, it, should be ‘realised 
thit Japan's official policy 
steadfastly friendly in China’s 
regard. A most; correct  diplo- 
matic attitude has been maintain- 
ed, by the Japanese Foreign 
Office at Tokyo and by the 
Japanese representatives here. 
Dr. C. T. Wang's own policy, 80 
far as it can be dissociated ftom 
the intricacies of Kuomintang 
domination, has been estimably 
reasonable. He has received 
encouragement, it may be 
suspected, from the frankness 
of Mr. T. V. Soong’s recent 
tribuge to’ Japanese generous 
participation in flood relief.

Sept, 10. 
There is a refreshing lack of 
bombast in the speech delivered 
yesterday by Mr. T. V. Soong. in 
residing over the first meeting 
of the National Flood Relief 
The Commission 











has been provided with a work- 
manlike scheme of organisation 





for the ascertainment of the pro- 
gramme which it is desired to 
carry out in furtherance of the 
mission of relief. Mr. Scong 
dwelt briefly on the magnitude 
lof the floods, now extending over 
the Yangtze, the Hwai River, the 
Grand Canal and the Yellow 
River regions. He claimed for 
the Commission neither abundant 
experience of velief work nor 
limitless resources to deal with 
the immense problems involved. 
He, therefore, laid proper em- 
phasis on the essence of any 
effective plan for coping with 
the disaster: a refusal to attempt 
to go beyond practical limits. 
So he pointed out that major 
remedies in the form of dredging 
the Yangtze or improving the 
Hwai River must be dismissed 
for the Iack of financial and 
technical resources, The sub- 
committees of the Commission 
having given thought to the 
question have arrived tentati 
ly at an idea of the objective 
which should be adopted. ‘The 
conclusions reached seem to be 
sound. First there must be the 
immediate relief of the victims 
of the flood by the provision of 
shelter and health protec- 
tion; secondly, the restoration of 
the breached dykes to normality 
and, thirdly, assistance to agri- 
culturists for the spring sowing 
and the rehabilitation of their 
farms when the waters recede. 
Modest though this programme 
may be in comparison with the 
vast field of catastrophe, it will 
surely tax the energies 
ability of the various organi 
tions working under the direc- 
tion or with the guidance of the 
Commission. His "financial 
responsibilities, however, have 
impressed on Mr. T. V. ‘Scong 
the importance of working with 
some regard to the actual facts 
of the economic position. He 
is having, at the movement, a 
difficult task in bringing this 
point effectively to the notice of 
certain of -his colleagues in the 
Government. He probably had 
less difficulty in convincing the 
gathering on Wednesday of the 
correctness of his policy in that 
regard. 

It will be seen that the work 
of ‘relief has been classified 
under three periods: emergency, 
intermediary and rehabilitation. 
‘The emergency period covegs the 
actual saving of life from tl 
present onslaught of the waters. 
The intermediary period will be 
concerned with the hard and 
difficult task of organising con- 
centration camps and generally 
assisting the victims to with- 
stand the most serious danger 
of all—the danger of disease, 
want and climatic exposure 
when private resources, avail- 
able during the first stages of 
the disaster, have been drained 
dry, The third period will be 
that of the early part of next 
year when the works df colonisa- 
tion, labour relief and rebuilding 
must be taken in hand. Tt is 
natural that, to the public mind, 
the effort to relieve distress in 
the early stage when the disaster 
is fresh in the memory and its 
more picturesquely harrowing 
effects are to. be discerned, 
should most poignantly apreal. 
For that reason alone it is desir- 
able that, on the one hand, the 
Flood Commission and its allied 
organisations ‘should . husband 
their resources and, on the 
other, the most vigorous efforts 
be-made now to enlist subscrip- 
tions and donations in support 
of the funds. It requires 
only a glance at. some of the 
actual work to be attempted at 
the different periods to convince 
the most unimaginative critic 
that the Flood Commission has 
taken on a big task which has, 
however, been clearly and pra- 
etically d

On this account it may 
be permissible to direct the at- 
tention of the great missionary 
societies to the grave emergency 
created. In the stricken areas 
volunteers from missionary 
bodies, equipped as they would 
be with special faculty for wise 
direction of relief, could do a 
very great deal to strengthen the 
hands of the Flood Commission 
nd to inspire public confidence. 
No doubt this thought has 
‘occurred to some of the director 
ates in Shanghai and elsewhere, 
Indeed the opening of a fund 
by the National Christian Coun- 
cil_a few days ago shows that 
missionaries are alive to the 
gravity of the crisis. The ex- 
tension of this effort to the en- 
rolment of volunteers for service 
under the relief committees on 
the spot might be considered 
with advantage. It cannot be

the “North-China Daily News” 
yesterday received a message 
from the Kuo Min news agency 
announcing from Nanking the 
receipt of a telegram by Dr. J. 
Heng Liu, the Minister | of 
Health, from Dr. P, Z. King of 
the National Flood ‘Relief Com- 
mission, Dr. J, B. Grant of the 
Rockefeller Hospital, Peking and 
Dr. Borcio, health expert from 
‘the League of Nations, who were 
stated to be in Hankow, organis- 
ing “relief work for the Com- 
mission.”. The telegram which 
these three medical men thought 
fit to send to the Miniter of 
Health ran thus: 


“Hospital ship idea on examina- 
‘tion proved to be utterly im- 
practleable, We urge you to| 
immediately | Prevail | upon| 
Shanghai instead of hospital 
ship to, send resources for land, 
hospital.” 

‘The agency message went on to 

\i the curious observation that 
this “suggestion” was being 
communicated “to the various 
organisations who are consider- 
ing the dispatch of hospital 
ships.” As the only scheme for 
the despateh from Shanghsi of 

‘4 hospital ship to advé the 

practical stage is the chartering 

of the Hannah Moller by the In- 
ternational Flood Relief Fund, 
the periphrasis used to evade 
specific mention of that scheme 
will be noted. Dr. J. Heng Lin

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HANKOW REFUGEE PROBLEM 


Difficulties of Enforcing Sanitary Measures 
in Camps 





With the gradual decrease of the 
flood waters at Hankoy, the great- 
‘est difficulties confronting the relief | 
authorities "are the prevention of 
disease among the thousands of re- 
fugees who are huddled within the 
stricken eity and Wuchang, and the 
return of these sulferers to the di 
‘triets ftom which they were driven 
by the swollen Yangtze, -accord- 
ing to Dr, E. Cundall,” Medical 
Superintendent of the Union Hos- 
pital in that city who arrived here 
‘on September 8 from the devastated 
area by plane. 

“Despite the fact, that members 
of the public safety forces are being 
hasty" trained in sanitation, work, 
it Is becoming inereasingly dimeult 
to enforce on the refugees measures 
Which ave indespensible for the 
Jnaintainance of health,” Dr. Cundall 

‘In addition to this, 
camps of sufferers are 
discovered continually, im- 
provised camps without the slightest 
Attempt “at sanitation, where an 
epidemic may break out at any hour 
fand spread like wildfire among these 
People weakened by privations. 

“But a few days ago it was as- 
certained. that a” camp containing 
16,000 refugees, by actual eount, had 
been established at He-shan, the site 
of a former cemetery on the Han 
River above Hankow. No one ap- 
parently knew of this camp prev 
Ously and when investigators arrived 
the conditions found were intoler-

. Black Hill is situated on the Hau 
River just above the outskirts of 
Hankow and Hanyang. It ic al 
rapidly growing city of refugees!

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CHILEAN REBELS 
SURRENDER 


‘Santiago, Sept. 8, 
y the curtain was dropped 
in the latest act of one of South 
‘America’s tragic-comic revolutions 
When the Chilean naval mutineers, 
‘who had rebelled against the pro- 
posed decreases in their pay, sur-| 
rendered. 

‘Their capitulation came when the 
Government air force threatened to 
continue its bombardment of the 
mutinous ships, Yesterday, when 
the mutineers refused to accept the 
Government's offer of conciliation, 
the vessels were subjected to & 
freavy aerial bombardment. 

‘The bombardment was surprising 
ly effective, It lasted only 15 
minutes, but at the conclusion of 
shat period the back of the mutiny 
vas broken and it required only a 
heat of renewed bombardment com- 
sletely to cow the mutineers. 

‘At Taleahuano, a sanguinary 
battle cecurred, but while unofficial 
reports state that 1,000 men were 
killed, the Government declares that 
oily 80 lost their lives. ‘The official 
version, however, states that 1,000 
mutineérs were taken prisoner. 

News of the surrender of the 
ruutineers was received with joy in 
che capital, which quickly donned 
roliday garments. Happy crowds 
thronged’ the streets and cheered 
repeatedly. In the meantime the 
government formed by Dr. Gaspa 
Mora, who was given extraordinary, 
Jpcwers to deal with the rebellion, 
|s being warmly praised in the 
press, which congratulates him on 
hhe prompt, decisive action he took 
to quell the revolt—Reuter.

The spirit of lawlessness created 
during the civil disobedience move- 
ment continues to show itself and

‘gressmen themselves. ‘The other: 
day, the nationalist “Muslims were 
to-hold a meeting at the Congress 
House in Bombay to support the 
Congress formula regarding the 
communal settlement. When Mr. 
Brelvi,. editor of the “Bombay 
Chyonicle” and Mr. Chagla, a na- 
tionalist Muslim, arrived, the hall 
‘was in possession of their oppo- 
nents. Mr, Brelvi tried to addres: 
‘the meeting; this was a signal for. 

roar ‘und confusion, Mr. Brelvi 
Chagla and 15 others were in- 
Jured. Out, of these ten were de- 
tained in hospital for serious in- 
Juries. Several speakers vehement- 
ly attacked the Congress Working 
Committee's solution of the com 
‘munal problem, and finally tho 
meeting adopted a resolution ve- 
iterating the demands of the Delhi 
Conference and disapproving of the 
«Congress formula. ‘Two more 
instances of violence might be men- 
tioned. Following a dispute over 
the allocation of the College foot- 
ball ground, there was a free fight 
between the military and the In- 
dian students at the Medical Col- 
lege, Caleutta. Hockey sticks, split 
bamboos and ‘stones wore used re- 
ing in nine military and five 
Indian students being injured. In 
Akola (C. P.) Mohammadans 
tacked the procession accompanying 
the President of the All-India Hine 
du Mahasabha. ‘The attack was 
firmly repulsed by the processionist 
who armed themselves with Inthis 
(iarge sticks).

515,000 for the police, the Home: 
Member, Government ‘of Bengal 
said that there had been an incre 
in crime, an increase in terrorism 
and a decline in the influence of 
the polico as a result of the civil 
disobedience movement. He did 
not say that the political situation 
alone was responsible for it, for 
the economic situation had a great 
deal to do with it, in so far ag 
educated middie class youths found 
it impossible to secure employment. 
Having nothing to do, these men 
had commenced to take’ part in out- 
Yages which were a disgrace to 
‘Bengal and a menace to the State. 
Both halves of the Government had, 
therefore, agreed to put forward 
the demand, which was carried by 
5 votes against 20. Addressing a 
conference of the Union Board at 
Dacea, the Governor of Bengal re: 
ferred to the serious wave of crime 
‘and the acute economic depression, 
and said that it was not to the in- 
terest of any one with a stake in 
the country —indeed to the interest 
of any honest man, that the pre- 
ent state of affairs should continue. 
The Governor declared that the 
Government was determined to set 
a limit to it, but this could not 
be done without the help of the 
public, “Tn no country in the world 
could ‘the police maintain a check 
‘on professional crime unless they 
had the active co-operation of the 
public at large. “I want, therefore, 
today to invite you to give the 
Government this co-operation,” ob- 
served the Governor. “The time 
has gone, if it ever existed, when 
‘the public could ‘stand. aside and 
Teave the control of crime entirely 
to the forces of the State. You 
ave faced with a menace which 
threatens society with destruction. 
Teall upert you for your own sake 










































to combine against that menace be- 
‘fore it overwhelms you.” Condem- 
nation of these outrages also con- 
tinues to come from the public press 
‘and from public bodies. ‘The 

tatesman” is the loudest in its 
condemnation and is not satisfied 
with what Mr. Gandhi and other 
Congressmen have been saying. The 
Country League has expressed its 
horror and indignation. By a 
Jority of one, the Kerala Provincial 
Congress Committee has adopted a 
resolution. condemning the tendency 
towards violence with special re- 
ference to the attempt on the Gov- 
error of Bombay and the murder 
of Mr. Garlick. ‘The President de- 
‘clared that the Bhagat Singh cult 
had become a menace to the country 
‘and there was no hope of India’s 
‘salvation until this dangerous ten- 
dency was completely eradicated. 
After a prolonged debate ‘lasting 
‘over five hours, the All-India Con- 
gress Committee has, by an over- 
whelming majority, adopted the re- 
solution -of the Congress Working 
‘Committee condemning political 
outrages, Nine amendments inclad- 
ing those urging a reference in the 
Tesolution to repression on the part 
‘of the Government, with the de- 
mand that it should’ cease, were lost 
when voted upon. 

‘The resolution ‘as passed by the 
Working Committee and adopted by 
the All-India Congress Committee 
runs as follows:— 

“The All-India Congress Com- 
mittee deplores the attempted ass- 
assination of His Excellency the 
‘acting Governor of Bombay and the 
assassination of Mr. Garlick of| 
Bengal. While condemning all po- 
litical murders, the All-India Con- 
gress Committee regards the at- 
tempted assassination of the Gov- 
ernor more condemnable in as much 
it was an act done by a student 
of the College which had invited the 
Governor as its guest, ‘The All- 
India Congress Committee warns 
those who secretly or openly ap- 
prove of or encourage such mut 
ders that they retard the progress| 
of the country. ‘The All-India Con- 
‘Committee alls upon all Con- 
‘gress organisations to carry on| 
‘special propaganda against ali acts 
‘of public violence even when pro- 
vocation is given for such deeds. 
Further, the All-India Congress 
Committee appeals to the national- 
ist press to use all its influence in 
this behalf.” That terrorism is be- 
coming a serious problem is evident 
from the number of supporters it 
‘appears to have, ‘There was a par- 
tial hartal in Calcutta, following 
‘the execution of Ram Krishen Bis- 
was, the murderer of Tarini Muker- 
Si of the Government Railway 
Police at Chandpur, Bengal. ‘The 
resolution adopted ‘by the Kerala 
‘Congress «Committee was passed 
only by a majority of one. At the 
‘meeting of the All-India Congress 
Committee itself, there were no less 
than nine amendments to the reso- 
lution passed by the Congress 
Working Committee. Half way 
through the proceedings of the All- 
India Congress Committee, a party 
of 200 members of the Naujawan 
Sabha came to the meeting place 
‘and made hostile demonstrations 
shouting “Down with Gandhi.” In 
Khulna (Bengal), the first and 
fourth year students of a local Col- 
lege came out in a body as a pro- 
test against the Principal's refusal 
to dismiss the classes and to hold 
‘a meeting to “condole over the 
death” of Ram Krishen Biswas. 
Later, the students held a_meeting| 
in the College Compound and pro 
tested against the action of the 
Government.

and upon this opinion he bases

Tt illustrates the’ ex-| 
treme difficulty of doing justice to| 
both foreigners and Chinese in the 
Settlement. In theory the Chinese 
claims can be admitted; in practice 
they call for careful consideration 
of the second and third points— 
the “rule of law” and security 
In weighing the enormity of 
imperium in imperio the imperium 
(Settlement) must be balanced 
against the imperio (China) —it 
this laceration of the language may 
be permitted. In assessing the im- 
portance of an encroachment upon 
sovereignty, the inviolablity of that 
sovereignty, 
nally, must’ be considered. 
sovereignty is guaranteed by the 
Powers, encroachments. from out 
side being carefully limited to those 
which occurred in times past and 
which have been regulated by 
treaty. ‘There is no internal guar- 
antée ‘of China's sovereignty ‘from 
the inside, however.

Each is an internal violation of 
sovereignty.

Since 1928, Dr. Comstock has 


been President of Radcliffe College. 
This institution celebrated, in 1929, 
its fiftieth anniversary: but until 
Dr. Comstock’s assumption of the 
Presidency in 1923, its President 
had been a man—most Intely Presi- 
dent L. B. R, Briggs, of Harvard. 
For Radelitte’and Barnard College 
of Columbia University are unique 
among women’s colleges. in having 
both a collegiate life of their own, 
and in being also able to draw 
‘upon the scholarly and experienced 
staffs of the University to which 
they are attached. In the case of 
Radeliffo, it is Harvard. These two 
ss “have been sometimes re- 
to as “step-daughters,”” but 
far from being served in the tradi- 
tional fashion. that is implied in 
such relationship, they gain. im- 
measurably from’ their connections.
